W a sh in g t o n , April 14.—Bynum, of 
Indiana, reported with amendments 
the Senate bill granting pensions to 
ex-soldiers and sailors who are inea- 
pa •itited for the performance of man­ 
ual labor, and providing for depend­ 
ent relatives of deceased soldiers and 
sailors. Referred to Committee of 
the whole. 
Whitthorne, of Tennesse, from the 
Committee on Indian Depredations 
Claims, reported a bill to provide for 
the adjudication and 
payment 
of 
claims arising from Indian depreda­ 
tions. Referred to Committee of the 
Whole. 
; 
Tne House proceeded, in Commit* 
toe of the Whole, to the consideration 
of the bill authorizing the Secretary of 
the Treasury to settle and pay the 
claim of the State of Florida on ac­ 
count of the exjienditures made in 
suppressing hostilities. 
Perkins, of Kansas, said the bill 
presented no new legislation, but it 
did contain a provision for the pay- 
raont of a Choctaw judgment. Iliis 
judgment, amounting to $2,800,000, 
was now drawing 5 per ceut. interest, 
and he could see no relief for the Gov­ 
ernment, except an act of repudiation. 
Then, passing from the subject of In­ 
dians, Perkins addressed himself to 
the 
QUESTION OF TA R IFF. 
He criticized the recent speech made 
by Nelson, of Minnesota, and pro­ 
ceeded to argue that the wealth of the 
country was due in a great degree to 
the system of protection. Ho criti­ 
cized the Mills bill, because upon ex­ 
amination he found that almost every 
article raised by the American farmer 
was placed upon the free list, whiie 
whatever protection there was in the 
bill was in favor of capital. The bill 
might be considered to be a report to 
thellouse of the Representative. of the 
Southern States, and when the ante­ 
cedents 
of 
these gentlemen and 
the convictions they have heretofore 
entertained were considered, it was 
now remarkable that they had made 
no provision for labor. A few years 
ago they said capital should own its 
labor, should lash its labor, shoold 
sell its labor. 
He sent to the clerk’s 
desk and had read, for the purpose of 
showing Southern rentiment on the 
subject of free trade and labor, ex­ 
tracts from the Confederate Constitu­ 
tion. Continuing, Perkins criticized

sia. Another of de Giers arguments 
was that owing to the bad health of the 
Emperor Frederick, the retirement of 
Bismarck would be brief, and would 
be followed by his return to office 
with a feeling of hostility to every in­ 
fluence that had been used to over­ 
throw him. The Czar’s personal re­ 
vulsion for the Prince Alexander, as­ 
sisted de Giers to prevail. Although 
these facts are well known in court 
circles here, the Empress perseveres 
in her efforts to induce at least the 
cessation of the opposition of the Czar.

Judge Cheney’» court convened at 
9:20 a . m. yesterday, with the usual 
crowd in and about the court room.

A c ti o n of t h e B oard of Prlsou 
L'om m U ilonen.

It will be readily rc 
called that in this trying time, the 
Superintendent, Col. Thomas Gates, 
so well known to all Angelefios, put 
himself in imminent peril of his 11 Tc 
in the fulfillment of his duty. In il:r 
struggle !o hold control of the prison, 
and prevented the escape of a great 
many desperate criminals, Mr. Gat's 
recieved a severe wound. His hot ,

So great is 
the suffering from the injury even at 
this time that Col. Gates has been 
obliged to resign the care of the peni­ 
tentiary. 
In laying his resignation 
before the Board of Prison Directors, 
and in accepting the same, that bedy 
expressed its deep sense of Mr. Gates’ 
worth to the institution, and of the 
loss it sustains in his withdrawal 
from the scene of duty in the follow­ 
ing, which is taken from a copy of the 
Sentinel, published at Yuma, of recent 
da’e: 
Thomas Gales having presented his 
resignation, on mo’ion the same was 
accepted. 
Upon motion of Chairman Brady, 
seconded by Commissioner Lyons, 
the following resolution was unani­ 
mously adopted : 
Be it Resolved, That in accepting 
the resignation of Thomas Gates, Su 
perintendent of the Territorial Prison 
we regret very much that he has 
taken this step, as during the past 
two years that he has had charge of 
the prison, bis administration has 
been one of economy and progress, 
saving the taxpayers' money, whilst 
putting the Territorial penitentiary in 
the front rank of successfully managed 
and disciplined penal institutions. 
Further, in accepting the resigna­ 
tion of Mr. Gates, the people of Ari­ 
zona loses one of their most faithful 
and honest officials, a man who has 
ever been fearleES in the discharge of 
his duty and constant in attention to 
the requirements of his office. 
On motion of Commissioner Lyons, 
and carried unanimously, John H. 
Behan was elected Superintendent of 
the Territorial Prison, vice Mr. Gates, 
resigned.

E d i t o r s H e r a l d : While I disclaim 
any desire to obtrude an obscure per­

I have read the article in question 
calm ly and carefully, and 1 assure 
you confidently that it was written 
under the inspiration of ignorance or 
malignity, 
in either event he dare 
not hope to escape the pillory of con­ 
tem pt and condemnation. 
He who 
presumes to give information should 
first inform him self; and I adhere to 
the opiniou th at policy should enter­ 
tain the self-same regard for truth as 
for honesty. 
Candor compels me to 
confess that, if I would follow the 
trend of my inclination, I would de­ 
nounce the libelous attack upon Tex­ 
as and her people in language infin­ 
itely more energetic and expressive 
than elegant or chivalrous. However, 
I will stifle the feeling of resentm ent 
which it has provoked. 
In his solicitude for the welfare and 
prosperity of the em igrant from the 
frigid climes of the East and North, 
h e institutes a comparison between 
Texas and California, and generously 
gives him the benefit of hiB judgm ent 
upon the m erits of the two States. 
H e concludes with indecent haste 
th at Texas is entitled to no considera­ 
tion, and kindly recites some of the 
facts ( ?) upon which he bases his 
conclusion. 
While I cheerfully con­ 
cede that excellence which he claimrf 
forCalifornia, I dissent from his pessi­ 
mistic views in regard to Texas. 
He 
is firmly of the opinion that 
THE PRESENCE OF THU NEGRO 
In Texas makes progress impossible; 
hence tho effort to “ boom” it must be 
futile of necessity. 
If it be true, as 
he concludes, thaf'the presence of the 
negro is a blight upon fair Southland, 
I can assure him that Texas has pros­ 
pered in spite of the incubus which 
lie believes rests so heavily upon her 
recuperative energy. 
I suggest these 
facts for his information. The census 
of 1870 gave Texas a population of 
818,000. 
The census of 1880 gave her 
a population of i ,000,000—an increase 
of 100 per cent during the decade. 
It 
is predicted that the census of 1890 
will give Texas a population of ¿>.000,- 
000 approximately. 
No State in the 
Union has such a princely school 
fund, which is estim ated in lands, 
bonds 
and 
cash, at 
one 
hun­ 
dred millions of dollars. 
Her rate of 
taxation is less than any of the west­ 
ern States, 
except Colorado. 
in 
California the rate of taxation, State, 
county and city is $*2.10 on the $100. 
This is given aB the average rate in 
the State. In the city of Los Angeles 
it is in excess of this amount. 
In 
Texas the rate is $1.40. In the treas­ 
ury of Texas to-day are $2,750,000 in 
cash. 
Governor Ross has recently 
convoked the Legislatura in special 
session, one of the objects of which is 
to reduce taxation. Texas may con­ 
fidently challenge comparison with 
any State of the Union in everything 
th at contributes to the glory aud ad­ 
vancement of a country 
H er lands 
are very much cheaper than those of 
California, and in many sections they 
are as fertile. 
I verily believe that 
THE SUPERIORITY OK CALIFORNIA 
Over Texas is manifest only in h*-r 
climate. 
If this sentim ent be treason 
to my adopted State, I plead guilty 
aud invoke the mercy of justice. This 
excellence of climate is an advantage 
th a t assures to Southern California a 
conspicuous position iu tho forefront 
of American civilization. 
I may as 
well confess that I am a native Texan 
and that the superiority which I con­ 
cede to California induced m e to re­ 
nounce foiever my allegiance to Texas. 
1 rejoice that I am a citizen of Los 
Angeles, and I yield to no one a more 
sincere appreciation of the merits and 
I»o88Íbililies of our embryotic city. 
W hile 1 shall always exult in the pres­ 
tige and prosperity of the State of my 
nativity, I indulge the hope that my 
love and enthusiasm for it may iu no 
wise disqualify me for citizenship in 
my adopted State. 


T H E COLOR LINE IN THE 8CHOOLS. 
This worthy disciple of M unchausen 
gravely informs a credulous public 
that, “ that the Northern m an or Cali­ 
fornian , visitiug one of the representa­ 
tive cities here (Texas), is astounded 
at w hat he beholds.”

T o th e m u rd e r o f S ix P erso n * 
aud D ied. 
A patient at the County Hospital 
named R. D. Merrill died yesterday, 
but before death he made the follow­ 
ing confession: “My name is Palmer 
Ezra Merrill. I was born near Rock 
Island,Illinoi8,on May 10, 1850. When 
I was two years old my father moved 
to Macourly, Iowa, where he worked 
in a saw-mill for a man named Dan 
Rogers. In 18)8 he moved to Kansa* 
and then I began my downward ca­ 
reer. At the age of 8 years I ran 
away from home and went to bush­ 
whacking between Missouri and 
Kansas. I had a good saddle horse, 
and I organized a band of young 
depredators. We stole horses, cattle, 
and whatever we could lay our bauds 
on. From the time I was 12 until I 
reached uiy ‘.O h year, I belonged to 
this band of criminals, to which 
older members were added from time 
to time. These men made us boys do 
all the dangerous work, and then 
they would take the money from us 
1 got tired of this after a while and, 
with the aid of my young companions, 
killed the men. 
On account of my 
youth I was never suspected and by 
my audacity I was made leader of the 
gang. In 1871 I w*ent to Texas and 
went to work Btealing cattle until 1 
gathered $7,000 with which I went to 
Fort Grifliu. There I got into trouble 
and was driven out by the citizens. I

hotel, stores and offices.

buildings extend from the old 
Freedman’s 
Bank building, 
on 
Cedar 
street,

corner

ry street to the alley. This block is 
an old landmark, having been erected 
away back iu the thirties. Since the 
war the corner has not borne the best 
reputation, as several very serious 
affairs have occurred there, and at 
times a portion of the block was used 
as¿a dive by rough characters. Many 
a raid has been made by the officers 
on the dens located in the block. The 
block is historic, because used as a 
slave mart before the war.

In the rear of the building there is 
a high brick wall inclosing a court, 
where the slaves used to exercise and 
were exhibited to purchasers. The 
iron bars still on some of the doors 
and the windows bear evidence of the 
character of the building. The main 
auction-room opened out on Cedar 
street. This, however, has been di­ 
vided up into smaller stores. There 
were in olden times two other slave 
marts, one on Cedar, between Cherry 
street and the public square. This 
has been torn away and all evidences 
of it destroyed. The other one was 
on the corner of Cherry and Deaderick 
streets, and the h gh wall that sur 
rounded that court now stands.

T h e ( I n l T s r s l t y o f S o u t h e r n C a l i ­ 
f o r n i a . 
The proverbial “needle in the hay­ 
stack'’ is not more difficult to fiud 
than is information of any sort in Los 
Angeles. The incomings and out­ 
goings are so perpetual and the growth 
of the city is so phenomenal that it is 
well-nigh impossible for anyone to 
keep a correct schedule of persons, 
places or events. 
Hence it is that 
with very few exceptions the utmost 
confusion prevails concerning the 
-character and methods of the Uni­ 
versity 
of 
Southern 
California. 
That a magnificent structure, kuown 
as the University, íb to be found in 
'Vest Los Angeles, is well known to 
everybody, but that it is but a part of 
the University of Southern California 
is a fact difficult to understand. Yet 
the Medical College, also of this city ; 
the Maclay Co'lege of Theology at 
San Fernando, the Chaffey College oi 
Agriculture at Ontario, the Seminary 
at Tulare, and the Freeman School of 
Applied Sciences about to be erected 
at Inglewood, separated as 
they 
are, compose 
the 
University of 
Southern California. 
In some re­ 
spects St 
might be 
better, if »U 
of the colleges were clustered in West 
Los Angeles around the college of 
Liberal Arts and the College of Music; 
but as they are scattered over the 
State by the generosity of different 
benefactors, they are all more liberal­ 
ly endowed than they otherwise would 
have been. The University of South­ 
ern California was founded in i869, 
and was formally opened for students 
October 6, 1880. The present faculty 
of the College of Liberal Arts are Rev 
if. M.Bovard,President and Professor 
of 
Christian 
Ethics, 
Rev. 
W. 
S. Mathews, Deal and 
Professor 
of Mental Philosophy aud Political 
Science 
and 
J. 
P. 
Widuey 
Lecturer on the English Language 
and Literature, E. R. rfprader, Rev. 
John Dickinson, Ella A. Tarr, Rev. 
C. A. Moser. Kev. E. R. Watson, C. 
R . Gunne, Tamar Gray, Elmer F 
Merrill and S. S. Durben complete the 
list. In the absence of Dean Math­ 
ews, whom I ivas extremely sorry to 
miss, I was escorted over the building 
bp Professor Gunne, who displayed 
the utmost sweetness of temper, in 
climbing the long flights of stairs sev 
eral times in the pursuit of the janitor 
and two 
or three keys 
not 
in 
his possession. The College build­ 
ing 
is 
three 
stories 
high and 
is 
surmounted 
by a clock tower 
and observatory from which 
the 
most 
extended 
views 
of 
the 
city and its suburbs can be ob­ 
tained. 
From its summit the race­ 
course can be distinctly and pictur­ 
esquely seen, while the out ines of 
Santa Monica and the misty ocean are 
visible, as they always are, from an 
elevation. 
Upon the third fl <or are 
located the art studio, the society 
halls and the museum, which, tilled 
with local curiosities, is highly inter­ 
esting. 
U pon the sec >nd floor are 
the principal recitation rooms and 
on the first fl >or are the chapel, aud 
the library which bids fair to become 
one of the prominent features of the 
institution. 
All of the rooms are well 
lighted and ventilated, while the halls 
are cheerful as well as spacious. It is 
to the munificence of Messrs. O. W. 
Childs, J. G. Downey and I. W. Hell 
man that the college is indebted for 
the valuable ground upon which it is 
erected. 
The University of Southern 
California is under the directors of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, and 
is 
a 
monument 
that 
will 
for­

zealous 
and devout organi 
' Ration. 
But the mixed character 
of the college is one of its most com­ 
mendable features. 
The daily asso­

In this particular, the 
servant girl, as is already stated, is 
almost as much guarded os is a 
daughter or a wife; for unless she 
seeks danger it does not of a neces­ 
sity come to her. She may or she 
may not he templed, but so may or 
may not her young mistress who 
makes night hideous by poundiug on 
a bad piano or picking at a cracked 
guitar. There is no law by which cir­ 
cumstances or temperumeuts can be 
regulated; while in abstract cases 
neither home, nor society, nor honor 
can save a girl from herself, or some 
one 
more 
potent than 
herself. 
A teacher, too, 
treads 
a 
beaten 
path, 
anil 
can be 
as 
prim 
and as decorous 
as 
she desires 
without tue slightest fear of losing 
her situation. Indeed, there is a sort 
of sanctity about the proverbial school 
ma’rm that is brightened rather than 
disparaged by the dignified preserva­ 
tion of a purity that is not at all likely 
to be assailed. “I would stake my life 
on t he honor of any woman who has 
passed the rubicon of ten ptation,” a 
very unprepossessing old lady said to 
me recently, in a tone of profonud 
self-congratulation. 
“ What is the 
world to me? I care nothing for it.’’

not think she would. 
A shop-girl, unless she is goaded 
to 
desperation 
by 
povertv 
or 
vanity, 
is 
also 
closely 
hedged 
in by social defense-; her associations 
being mainly with the mem hers of 
her own sex. 
But actresses and can­ 
vassers, chamber maids and wait­ 
resses, and in numerable other bread- 
winning women ate confronted with 
difficulties as countless as they are 
grave. In any of the above men­ 
tioned occupations, it is impossible 
for a woman to be reserved w ithout 
being regarded as a bore ; while if she 
is agreeable she is certain to be misun­ 
derstood; 
and 
in 
both 
cases, 
such 
estimates 
are 
disaster- 
ous to her welfare. The moment 
a 
young 
woman 
appears 
in 
the arena of toil, she becomes the 
target of all of the unscrupulous men 
she chunees to meet; while the very 
best efforts she puts forth in her 
anxiety to succeed are likely to be 
mistake:, for the wiles of a coquette. 
Yet when she is misconstrued, and 
even insulted, she has no redress. A 
chambermaid, for instance, is thrown 
hourly into positions which not only 
weaken Iter self respect, but absolutely 
imperil her personal safety. To inti­ 
mate that such is the case is to open 
upon herself the fire of suspicion, while 
to complain to those in authority 
is simply to insure her immediate dis­ 
charge. The position of a w aitress is 
even more precarious, 
if she is not 
on good terms with tha cooks and 
the dish-washers she is sure to have 
her orders badly prepared, and there­ 
by to arouse th* ire of those upon 
whom she is in attendance. On the 
other hand, if she permits Tom or 
Dick or Harrv to squeeze her hand or 
kiss her in shadowy corners, Bhe is 
just as sure to be spoken unfavorably 
of by all her associates. A canvasser, 
too, 
is 
the 
most 
hapless and 
defenseless of women. 
Her bread 
and butter, fuel and roof are rep­ 
resented by her saies. 
Unless she 
has resources outside of her toil, she 
cannot afford to be scrupulous, sensi­ 
tive or select. She mu'-t, on the con­ 
trary, go straight ahead, irrespective 
of cruelty, ridicule or indignity, and 
it she sells books enough to lift her­ 
self above want,she must expect men 
to hint and women to assert, that she 
does not honestly come by her reve­ 
nue. Still, a white-handed jury sits 
in judgment upon her: while that in­ 
exorable censor of public morals, so­ 
ciety, pronounces her guilty, not 
guilty, or questionable, according to 
the character of the evidence. 


T he F am ily Ciuilda 
Which Mrs. Eliza Turner is laboring 
to establish in Philadelphia, is cer­ 
tainly a philanthropic departure. For 
some time she has succeeded in keep­ 
ing one such resort successfully be­ 
fore the public; and encouraged by 
the way in which it has flourished she 
is now trying to start several other 
branch 
enterprises. 
The 
Family 
Guilds are mixed clubs, where all of 
the popular amusements can be en­ 
joyed. Mrs. Tamer seems to take a 
thoroughly practical view' of the needs 
and tastes of the working classes, 
which she insists must be met in 
a material and not an ideal manner. 
“ What they need at the end of a day 
of inonotomous labor is not more mo­ 
notony, even with comfort,” she says, 
“ but an oudet for as much as possible 
of that part of their nature which has 
been held in leash all the day. If I 
were a briekmaker, or a goldbeater, 
or the solitary man in an underground 
cell who tends the engine for his es­ 
tablishment, I fear my first impulse 
on release would not be to read a nice 
book or take a pretty walk, but rather 
to rash for a drama, to look at a prize 
fight, or go home and punish my wife. 
If I were a girl and had all day 
tended a loom, or pasted labels 
on bottles, or spent the stifling hours 
in an unventilated room making but­ 
ton-holes, under an overseer who be­ 
lieves in the silent system, I can well 
believe that on getting free I should 
not be disposed to sit down in my 
dingy cell of a lodging room, with á 
kerosene lamp for company, anti 
mend my stockings. No; I should 
rather feel like roaming the streets 
with another girl, in search of adven­ 
tures, or accepting pretty much any­ 
body’s invitation to some sensational 
theater, with 
refreshments 
after­ 
wards.” 
Fully 
imbued with the 
above 
ideas, 
Mrs. Turner’s 
plan 
is 
to 
substitute 
a gay 
but 
legitimate 
club house 
for 
the tavern and other spurious re­ 
sorts. Music, dancing aud innocent 
refreshments, such as coffee, milk 
and chocolate, are to form conspicu­ 
ous elements, wb le every effort is to 
be made to entartain the men and 
women, and even the children, as 
they are entertained in German gar­ 
dens and music h.dls. The clubs are 
to be scrupulously unsectarian, and to 
elevate them above the plane of 
charity 
moderate 
prices will be 
charged for tickets ot membership. 
Whether the 
scheme can be car 
ried out 
upon 
the 
scale 
pro­ 
posed time alone will 
determine, 
but, beyond a doubt, the agitation 
of the subject, will in a measure serve 
to awaken in some people’s minds an 
interest in the question of amusement 
as a necessity. Within the past few 
years a progressive and skillful phy­ 
sician of the Quaker City, Dr. Alioe 
Bennet, has conclusively demonstrat­ 
ed the need of amusement for the 


nsane, so it is to lie hoped that Mrs. 
Turner will be quite as successful on 
behalf of the sane. 
Dr. Bennet, who 
is in charge of the female depart 
ment of the 
Morristown 
Hospi­ 
tal for the insane, has done won­ 
ders for the hapless beings con­ 
fined within its walls. 
She has 
with 
the 
most 
salutary results 
established a Heading Club, a Dick­ 
ens Club, and a Literarv Club, each 
of which 
hold weekly meetings 
and which 
are 
profoundly 
en­ 
joyed 
by 
the 
patients. 
She 
has 
introduced pianos into 
ten 
different wards, as well as dancing 
and other gauiuB. A large number of 
the inmates arc employed iu the laun­ 
dry aud in the sewing room, while the 
church and Sunday school are largely 
and quietly attended, and the art de­ 
partment recently annexed is a source 
of great delight to the poor creatures 
whose tastes run in that direction. By 
thus directing them, Dr. Bennet man­ 
ages to control the most violent case, 
and thereby to rob insanity of half of 
its horrors. But the poor and over­ 
worked netd wholesome diversion, 
too; for monotony is some times as 
bad as a straight jacket, and leads to 
the prison instead of the mad-house 
—f Exchange.

E d it o r s 
H e r a ld : The so-called 
struggle between Capital and Labor 
is no new feature of life, only under 
our new conditions ami new materials 
we have to use in this age of steam, 
the struggle assumes a different as­ 
pect. 
The desire of capital has al­ 
ways been to make labor as cheap as 
possible, toowuit, if possible, if not to 
get it down to the low'est point. 
We 
have seen how it was made cheap in 
the supposed case oí the Ohio tariri. 
There is no other way in which labor 
in the United States could have been 
so effectively brought to a pauper 
basis as by the course adopted by 
Congress in putting a high tariff on 
everything we use while admitting 
foreign 
labor 
free, 
and 
the 
protectionists know it too. It seems so 
strange that they are so easily able 
to deceive the working classes of 
America. History teaches us that men 
who use labor have always sought to 
make that labor us cheap as possible. 
It is true that in nations where the 
masses were slaves or chattels such 
ownership gave the few tho con'rol of 
the avenues of wealth, as they con­ 
trolled the lab ir which, applied to 
land, produced the wealth. Nations of 
serfs did notneedjprotective tariffs, as 
the rich already had themselves pro­ 
tected in owning the labor. 
The 
strife has always 
been 
by 
the 
governing 
class 
to 
get 
con­ 
trol of labor. We know that labor 
applied to natural resources produces 
wealth. 
If the capitalists own the 
land and labor too, they have got it 
all. After the masses were no longer 
held as eerfs or chattels, then it be­ 
came necessary to have some other 
form of ownership. They get this 
ownership of labor iu a great degree 
by the high-tariff. 
This infamous 
protection has given the few the con­ 
trol of labor. I claim that if this 
high-tariff is kept upon the Ameri an 
people long enough, it will eventually 
place not only the labor but all the 
farms in the hands of the money 
power. 
Even now’, many of the 
central States have so in any mortgages 
filed upon their farms, that it is doubt­ 
ful if they can ever be paid. There is 
no doubt that a continuance of this 
high tariff for one hundred years 
would pass nearly all the farms of the 
United States into the hands of the 
banks and insurance companies. Can 
the farmers of the country contem­ 
plate such a spe tacle and still vote 
for protection and consent to tax 
themselves so much on everything 
they use, eat or wear, and on all the 
labor they perform ? 
As 1 have already show’n that pro­ 
tection is nothing but taxation, it is 
easily seen why capitalists and manu­ 
facturers are so desperately deter­ 
mined to keep the coun ry bu dened 
with the tariff. Taxatkn in some 
form has always been a favorite 
method of enriching a few at the ex­ 
pense of many. From ancient times 
down to the 
present all 
nations 
tuve been able to form an aristocracy 
of wealth by taxing the masses, his­ 
tory tells us that the Egyptians suffer­ 
ed an intolerable taxation. It was so 
in the Roman Empire. We know 
that the Turkish subjects for hundreds 
of years have felt the severity of a sys­ 
tem of excessive taxation. It is a 
matter of fact that in all ages people 
have been taxed into pover y. Tax­ 
ation has been one of the greatest 
causes of poverty in all nations. The 
old world, from the Euphrates to the 
Tiber, from the deserts of Africa to 
the shores of the Ni rth Sea, is strewn 
with the ruins of the ancient monu 
mentsof barbaric splendor, erected by 
a 
taxati n 
akin 
to 
slavery— 
where toiling millions have bent 
the 
knee 
to 
serve the 
mas­ 
ter. 
In 
the 
United 
States, 
while nominally free, this in'amous 
taxation is 
another hydra-headed 
monster to which all must bow, en­ 
riching a few at the expense of the 
many. 
The price of lumber at the present 
time is an example of protection car­ 
ried to a logical conclusion. If a 
tariff turther ¿han for tho expense of 
Government is a good thing at all, 
why stop at a moderate tariff? The 
higher the better. If one dollar per 
yard on woolen is a good thing, five 
dollars would be a better thing. It 
would enable the manufacturers to 
tax the farmers more and conse­ 
quently enrich them the sooner 
We must impress upon the laboring 
people the fact that protection is a deep- 
laid scheme for robbery under the 
sanction of law. Protectionists tell u-« 
that whenever the tariff is raised 
better times and higher prices follow 
immediately, and when the tarifl’ is 
removed times become dull 
and 
wages lower, but they do not follow 
the argument to its logical results. 
Suppose, for a case, that Los Angeles 
prohibits the importation of bo .tsand 
shoes into the city by a prohibitory 
tariff of $10 a pair. Now, it must be 
seen that people would soon have to 
go 
barefooted, 
unless 
somebody 
manufactured them here. 
For a 
time 
all 
branches of 
the 
boot 
and 
shoe 
manufacturing 
would 
be stimulated to a hiirh degree, fac­ 
tories would be built and workmen 
employed, until an infant industry 
would become a large business in the 
city; a few men would get rich out of 
the rest of Los Angeles people, and 
one or two hundred workmen would 
get high wages for a few months— 
long enough to call competing work- 
meu down from San Francisco; then 
wages would come down lower than 
ever, on account ot the influx of 
workmen; 
but the manufacturers 
would say they were having gloriSus 
times, and they would be getting rich 
making shoes at a ten-dollar tariff; 
but would the seventy-five thou­ 
sand 
people 
of 
Los 
Angeles 
be having good times, pajing $15 a 
[ air for their shoes ? Remove this tariff 
arid the influx of shoes temporarily 
would hurt the pockets of the shoe man­ 
ufacturers until business had resumed 
its normal condition, but the people at 
large of the city would be greatly ben 
efited. Now can any sane man attempt 
to justify such a course #f class legis­ 
lation? All can tee that thousands of 
of people here would be unjustly tax­ 
ed for the benefit of a few, yet such is 
the class legislation enact d in the 
United States for the past twenty-five 
years. A priviledged class has been 
created by Congrers.

The St. Petersburg Lielok stales 
that in the governments of Yakutsk 
and Ycneseisk, according to the of­ 
ficial returns, there are over 110,000 
exiles, or rather are supposed to be. 
By an actual census of the govern­ 
ment there are only 42,000 in actual 
confinement and 20,000 who have 
been released to work and abide as 
colonists under police supervision; 
48,000, 45 per cent, of the total num­ 
ber of persons exiled to that part of 
Siberia, have disappeared. Some may 
have escaped; of the others nothing 
is known. In Western Siberia the 


l>er cent, of the missing ¡a even great­ 
er, as 33 per cent, only can be found 
in the liody by the taker of the census 
and 07 per cent, are una -counted for. 
W hat must be the system under 
which there is no record since 1830 of 
a single j»erson being permitted to re­ 
turn a free man and live outside of 
Moscovy to tell the tale of imprison­ 
ment? There is not a country in the 
world besides but can point to a num­ 
ber of persons who have endured 
their sentence, returned to 
their 
homes and been permitted to leave 
their country and relate their experi­ 
ences. Why is Russia thus an excep­ 
tion ?—[Springfield Republican. 


A SW E F * STUDY. 


T he L’oiiNum ption of Mugar a n In ­ 
dex o f Induhtrlnl C ondition*. 
Some idea may be formed of the 
part which sugar plays in the econo­ 
mics of every day life when it is con­ 
sidered thaf in Great Britain, where 
sugar is sold at a lower price than in 
any other country, over fifty cents are 
expended in sugar for every dollar in 
wheat. 
In the United States tho cx- 
pendure is still higher, and averaging 
the past few years, for every dollar 
expended in wheat, eighty cents were 
expended 
in 
sugar. 
It may be 
held, therefore, 
that 
the annual 
consumption of sugar is a fair ex­ 
ponent of the g eneral conditions of 
labor and of trade in almost any 
nation. It specifically applies to the 
United States where sugar is not used 
as a necessary substitute for more 
costly food and of which the con­ 
sumption may and does increase with 
the ability of the people to supply 
their’wants more fully. 
From 1850 up to 1886, a period cov­ 
ering alike crisis and war, the con­ 
sumption of sugar per capita increas­ 
ed in the United Sta'es from 19.63 
pounds to 53.3 pounds. The statistics 
show that the per capita consumption 
rose to 33 pounds in 1853 and fell to 
25.88 pounds in 1857, a year of finan­ 
cial depression. In the subsequent 
period of general prosperity preceding 
ihe war, 
when labor 
was 
bet­ 
ter 
employed 
and 
rewarded 
than ever before, the consumption 
per capita, rose to 35.39 pounds per 
capita in 1859, and fell with the out­ 
break of the war in 1861 to 28.96 
pounds, varying thereafter from 33.66 
pounds in 1862 to 24 44 pounds in 
1864, and 32.38 pounds in 1865. Thus 
the dark and bright years of the great 
struggle were faithfully recorded. 
After the war, with the readjust­ 
ment of industries, the consumption 
per capita rose from the low' ebb of 
25.11 pounds in 1867 to 43 27 pounds 
in 1875. In a third period, beginning 
with the resumption of specie pay­ 
ments, the consumption per capita 
rose from 35.2 pounds in 1878 to 53 3 
pounds in 1886. 
A closer analy­ 
sis 
of 
the 
statistics 
of 
con­ 
sumption of sugar will demonstrate 
that 
such 
consumption 
is 
a 
measure to a nicety of industrial 
condition, and, for the purpose of 
comparison, the table under is given 
covering a recent period, the indus­ 
trial situations of which are fresh in 
memory.

A conclusion is naturally arrived at 
that the consumption of tea, or of cof­ 
fee, is córrela ive to that of sugar as 
indexing industrial situations because 
the conditions which determine the 
consumption aro similar. A compari­ 
son of the annual consumption per 
capita of tea, coffee and sugar for a 
period embracing the years in which 
there was the greatest and -least con­ 
sumption of Bugar, however, does not 
to any extent bear out such a conclu­ 
sion.

Little is shown in the tables above 
except that the per capita consump­ 
tion of coHVe and oi tea has steadily 
increased with the continuedand gen­ 
eral prosperity of the country, and 
that sugar alone is the recording bar­ 
ometer of industrial changes. 
Tho production of sugar in the 
United States has kept pace with the 
great increase in consumption. 
For 
commercial purposes in the United 
States, sugar is obtained from the 
sugar-cane, sorghuin-cane, beet-root, 
the maple tree and from maize. Iu 
the statistics given, all 
kinds of 
sugar, as well as 
that manufac­ 
tured from molasses, are in. luded 
in the total product, bin™ 1870, from 
something over 100,000,000 pounds, 
the domestic production of sugar has 
risen to over 500,000,000 pounds 
During the past ten years the imports 
have increased from about 1,850 000 - 
000 pounde to 2,600,000,000, while the 
exports for the same peri,a] have in­ 
creased from ahou* 43,000,000 to over 
175,000,000 pounds. 
Nearly nine-tenths of the exports of 
sugar from the United States go to 
Great Britain, and the enormous in- 
creates of the exports in recent years, 
as compared to previous years, is 
largely due to the change of the tariff 
’n 1883. 
Sugar increases the revenue of the 
the United States about *50.000,000 a 
year, and the per capita tax is about 
80 cents per annum.

The Political Duel Between 
Him and Fenton. 


STA LW A R T-H A LFBR EED WAR. 


T h e C onflict F ro m its Inception 


to Close—A C h ap ter in U n­ 


w ritte n H isto ry . 


In the year 1872 the pivotal Stale 
•of New York waB 
represented in 
th e Senate of the United 8tates by 
two oi the most prom inent llguree in 
th a t anguat cham ber — Reulien E. 
Fenton and Roscoe Conkling. 
Unlike very many self-made men, 
Senator Fenton was a polished gen­ 
tlem an, as the word goes. He received 
you in a cordial, dignified way, with a 
genial smile and a Roft clasp of the 
hand. 
He waB kindly solicitous of 
your wants, and n ver abruptly refused 
them . 
H e was a man of implied 
promises. So great was his suavity 
of 
manner 
th at 
many 
in-opl“ 
doubted his sincerity. 
He was tall, 
Utheof figure and graceful of carriage 
H is aquiline, clear cut features, frosty, 
well-trimmed and full _ beatd 
and 
abundant iron-gray hair, adorned a 
face of mild repose. 
H is dark eyes, 
brilliant and piercing, looked steadily 
at you unquailingly, yet in all of his 
killings, politically, he never used llie 
knife, but cut the throats of the des­ 
tined with a feather. H iscapacity was 
most vigorous and enlarged, r'ew 
men have ever been endowed with a 
stronger natural undt-rstauding, or 
have given it a more diligent culture 
with a view to the pursuits in which 
it was to be employed. 
His jiolitical 
sagacity was shown while Governor of 
tlte State of New York at the outbreak 
of the war. 
llis strong hand held a 
great mass of men of conflicting opin­ 
ions in subordination. 
By clever tac­ 
tics, he formed them into a friendly 
phalanx, each of whom voted the right 
way. 
They voted early and often, 
too, 
and ’ thus 
guided 
and 
di­ 
rected 
their 
votes 
scored 
the 
first great 
Republican 
victory 
111 
the State of New York at the sec­ 
ond election of Lincoln. 
While Gov- 
•ernor and as Senator, his bestowal of 
patronage was partisan in the ex­ 
trem e ; 
he 
extensively pardoned 
prisoners for political gain, and he 
constructed the plan of the “ ma­ 
chine. ” 
. , 
, 
In the Senate Cham ber his value as 
a leader and debater was great. 
He 
cared nothing for the rhetoric of his 
opponents; his temjier nothing could 
ruffle. 
He seemed to be a passive 
m em ber, but in his clear conceptions 
of m en and their m ethods there is a 
likeness to Talleyrand. 
. 
From the humble farm-house of Ins 
birth to a social position of wealth, 
from the primary to high political 
•place, Mr. Fenton was controlled by 
a commercial mind. 
Out of that 
(grew an overpowering am bition—not 
to be the Chief M agistrate of the Na­ 
tion, but to be the director of the 
•finances of the Nation. 
His seat 
in the Senate, at a time when 
there was a promise of the realiza­ 
tion of his am bition, was lost to him 
through the will of his colleague, 
Senator Conkling, whoso ambition 
was to be President. 
The new aspir­ 
an t for the Presidency needs must 
have the entire bestowal of the great 
patronage in his State. 
Koscoe Conkling became the leader 
in the Senate and in the State of the 
Republican party of New York, w h le 
his overthrown colleague became the 
leader of the Liberal 
Republican 
party with Greeley at the head. The 
collapse of that political bubble left 
Reuben E. Fenton without a party or 
support. 
“ In calam ity,” Civsar ob­ 
serves, “ friends easily become foes,” 
and the army of followers and pot­ 
house politicians, who for years had 
fattened on the bouncy of the beaten 
leader, doffed their castors to the n *w 
Brutus, and under his banner formed 
with his own legions the “ Stalwart” 
majority of the Republican party. 
Senator Fenton ostensibly retired to 
g 


rivate life upon the expiratiou of his 
enatorship, but he was not en'irolv 
shorn of political strength, and held, 
through former political friendships 
and associations, the control of the 
Custom House patronage of 
New 
York City, the bonvm usually of tho :e 
who win—in political justice propeily 
belonging to Senator Conkling. 
In 
- holding this lever of political power, 
Mr. Fenton’s turn came, in less than, 
a decade, to lay low the now m ighty 
leader who had hum bled him in 1872. 
In the struggle for the Collectorship 
of the Port of New York under Presi 
dent Garfield’s regime, the “ Half­ 
breed" wing of the Republican party 
of New York was created. 
The un­ 
known 
hand 
of 
the deuo9ed 
leader 
guided its 
movements 
and 
he was 
its 
silent captain. 
President 
Garfield and ’.he silent 
leader were agreed on the question of 
civil-service » v irm , as a conference at 
M entor determ ned before the inaug­ 
uration of the former. 
Both looked 
upon the reform of the civil-service in­ 
stituted by Presi'1; n t Hayes and the 
H eads of Burea. J under him as a 
pretension, if not a fraud. Besides 
they were strongly imbued with the 
Jacksoniun doctrine th at the life of a 
political party in the ascendency is con­ 
tingent upon its bestowal of patron­ 
age. W ith the civil-service rules as 
enforced by President Hayes and the 
“ I ara.” (not little “ me too” ) the R e­ 
publican party in New York was liv­ 
ing upon its trading with Tammany. 
To perpetuate it, reorganization was 
necessary. 
- 
The leader oi the Stalwartfe,"*-*11' 
fident of his strength and favoritism 
resigned from the Senate. 
Tbe pis­ 
tol of the assassin diverted the plans 
of the silent leader. 
The people of 
New York refused to return the selL 
eacrificed leader to the Senate. 
And 
w ith the days of the Republican party 
num bered, the two leaders who In 
turn had vanquished the other re­ 
tired from the political aren a; Kos­ 
coe Conkling, cheated of his ambition 
to be President, and 
Reuben E. 
Fenton forever despairing of liisam bi 
tionof 
becoming ¡secretary of the 
Treasury. Mr. Fenton’s death a few 
years later altered no condition of the 
living nor brought a ray of hope to 
; 
Mr. Conkling.

Three years ago the College of Med­ 
icine of the University of Southern 
OaUfomia opened its doors to stud 


may not be am iss, after these three 
years, to sum up somewhat of the 
work w hich has been done. Then it 
was w ithout house or home of its own. 
Now it controls the property which it 
oc upies, and has definite plans for 
tbe future. The property stands al- 
m')«t in the h eart of the city, upon 
Alfco street, having a frontage of over 
100 feet, and extending through from 
street to street. 
The buildings which were standing 
upon the property when purchased, 
are occupied in the college work, and 
while old-fashioned, are yet comfort­ 
able and sufficiently commodious to 
suffice for the needs of a class double 
the size of the present one. 
In the 
till unsettled and shifting condition 
of business in the city, and which is 
incident to its rapid growth, it is 
deemed wiser to delay the erection of 
new buildings for a year or two, as it 
is not yet certain that the present lo­ 
cation will prove to be in tbe end the 
most Buiiable, and we are anxious to 
avoid the mistake of an unsuitable lo­ 
cation, a mistake which might easily 
be made by building prematurely in 
a 
rapidly 
growing 
city. 
It 
is 
all the more im portant to 
avoid 
this m istake, as the plans of the 
college involves the erection of a col­ 
lege hospital upon the same grounds, 
a d the am ount of money which must 
be used in carrying cut these plans is 
too large to be wasted in a mistake of 
location. 
In the educational work 
this summing up m aybe m ade: 
A 
competent and harmonious faculty 
has been 
organized. 
They have 
learned to work together and together 
to plan for the future. 
Appliances 
have been accumulated a t a cost of 
many hundreds of dollars. A class 
of earnest students 
has gathered 
within the college walls, and they are 
doing faithful and creditable work. 
The nigh standard of educational re­ 
quirements adopted at the opening of 
the school has not only been main­ 
tained, but the faculty has now under 
consideration the question of raising 
it still higher. 
Even now, with its present stand­ 
ard, the school stands as one of a 
small group of colleges which form the 
advanced guard of the higher medical 
education in the United States. The 
College of Medicine is doing its 'part 
to carry out our broad university plan 
of making Los Angeles the educational 
center of the southwestern quarter of 
the continent. 
It is that futuro to 
which we are looking forward, and for 
which we are planning. 
We feel that 
we are as yet only laying foundations, 
but we are trying to make 'hem so 
broad, so liberal, so enduring, that our 
work shall live after u? in tbe long 
years of that race growth and race 
domination, which we can now see 
dimly outlined for the region reach­ 
ing from the 
western 
pea down 
along the highlands of th a t inland 
plateau whose further confine is in 
the valley uf Mexico. In th a t growth, 
we as indiwdu.ils may be forgotten, 
out we shall live our narrower lives 
over again in tbe broader and richer 
life of the race. 
To the graduating class, it becomes 
my duty as Dean of the college, to say 
the parting words, for this night our 
relationship a^teachers and students 
ccasep. 
Yet, although your relation­ 
ship as students may cease with this 
college if you are to prove worthy 
members of the profession, you r work 
as students of medicine is only com­ 
menced. 
This is only the beginning, 
not 
the 
end.

The 
student,

upon receiving 
his diploma 
says

OUR UTAH ROAD. 


R e iu ll o f E n g in e e r S m lth ’ i In - 
v e * ll« a i1ona. 
The Salt Lake Tribune contains the 
following interesting items regarding 
the survey of the proposed San Pedro, 
Los Angeles and Salt Lake ro ad : 
“ Mr. D. F. Smith, civil engineer 
for the Los Angeles extension of the 
Utah Pacific road, has just returned 
from the surveying party. 
He left 
the party about 100 miles out from 
Milford. Mr. Smith says the general 
course of the road has been decided 
upon, and his party is now locating 
the perm anent lines for the road. 
They run southwest from Milford, up 
the Escalante basin, near the rim 
rock of the G reat Salt Lake basin, and 
cross the 
m ountains at a 
poiut 
about eighty-four miles from Milford. 
The party Í9 now running permanent 
lines eight or ten miles south of 
Pioche. 
The course passes through 
the Highland range, abuUt fourteen 
miles southwest of 
Pioche, going 
through the Condor Cañón and Dry 
Valley. Mr. Smith says that too much 
cannot be said of the wealth in m in­ 
eral of the country tapped by this 
road. 
There are also immense borax 
beds through which this road will 
pass, some of which are now opened, 
and from which a large num ber of 
fn-ight team s have been drawing the 
borax to the railroads for years. 
The 
Work is being pushed as rapidly as 
possible. 
A corps of engineers is alto 
at work at the other end coming this 
way. 
That this road will be built is 
beyond the domain of doubt into that 
of certainty.” 


POMONA TO ELSINORE. 


T h e H oad U lll P ro b a b ly be • o m - 
pieced by A u g u .t le t. 
Work on the Pomona and Elsinore 
road is progressing as fast as money 
and men can push it, and twenty-two 
miles of the grading from Pomona to 
ISouih Riverside is now completed and 
ready for tho ties. 
A large force of 
laborers and fifty team s are engaged ii 
grading a five-mile contract between 
.tSlsinore and South Riverside, which, 
it is anticipated, will be finished in 
about three weeks. 
Engineers are at 
work locat ng the easiest, grade be­ 
tween Elsinore and 
the 
Rancho 
San 
Marcos, and 
as soon as a 
route is 
decided upon, a 
large 
force 
of 
laborers 
will 
be 
put 
to 
work 
on 
the 
grading. 
The 
grade as far as it is selected is very 
easy, being only fifty feet to the mile 
between Pomona and Elsinore, while 
the grade for the California Southern 
iu the same region is 150 feet to the 
mile. 
It is estimated that the road 
will be completed and ready for tbe 
locomotives by the first of August. 
The operations have been greatly 
impeded by the difficulty of obtaining 
right of way on the south side of E l­ 
sinore 
and also 
by the scarcity 
of 
suitable 
railroad 
ties. 
This 
latter 
grievance 
is 
caused 
by 
the closing 
of 
the 
ports during 
the winter season in Northern Califor­ 
nia where the ties are 
obtained. 
There are abundant indications, how­ 
ever, that tens of thousands of ties 
can be had during tiie next few 
m onths at favorable prices. None of 
the rails for the road have yet ar­ 
rived and are not expected for a month 
more. The exact point where the 
road will join the Southern Pacific’s 
track at Pomona is not yet decided on.
